kinds, were cut off, it would bo Infi­ 
nitely better for iih. The Han Fran- 
claco JiilUlin, a conservative paper, 
p uts the yearly drain of money from 
this coast lo China at "tw enty m il­ 
lions of dollars, if it is a dollar." 
T h e “ Btatlatlcal 
Abstract 
of the 
U nited States for 1885” shows that in 
th at year the United Hiatos only ex­ 
ported to China commodities to the 
value of $ •,* » ,501; while our oxports 
th e same year to Great Britain and 
Ireland amounted to the enormous 
sum of $398,103*203. 
Our country 
exported the same year to the Argen­ 
tino Confederation $4.070,501, and to 
th e insignificant Kingdom of Belgium 
$20,4N,24ii, 
$7,817,210» 
to 
Brasil, 
$40,708,950 to France and $02,222,791 
to Germany. These figures show that 
our trade to China, of which so m uch 
ia prated by pro-Clnnese advocates, 
am ounts 
to 
nothing.

expatriated 
them - 
nelves 
in the land of rats and 
' rice, thoy had Imtter return to their 
own country or at once don the queue 
and wooden sandal, and permaimntly

Of course, no one-can excuse or ad ­ 
vocate any 
outrage 
or violence 
against the Chines*' already boro in 
California, hilt if the few American 
cranks who prefer to live in Asia to 
staying in the United States arc to Ire 
m ade an excuse for |>orpetuaUug a 
treaty which threatens to im poverish 
"«the Pacific Coast, and to fasten the 
Mongolian incubus upon us forever, 
th en we say the sooner John carries 
out his threat and drives them home 
th e better. 
As a m atter of fact, the 
few Americans in China have little 
protection and small privileges at any 
tim e. They are not allowed to travel 
and locate anywhere at will, as the 
Chinese are in this country. 
There 
are only 
certain 
speciAed points 
where they are allowed to stay at all, 
an d even at those points under the 
m ost strenuous restrictions. 
They 
oerve no good purpose in staying 
there, unless for private gain or the 
gratification of useless whims. 
They 
cannot hope to build up a trade of 
any importance with China, us, small 
as that trade now is, statistics show 
th a t it is gradually decreasing, year 
by year. 
The American residents in 
Cjliiia deserve little encouragement. 
But, oí course, our Governm ent m ust 
protect them against personal vio­ 
lence, as far us possible, ami will 
doubtless see that China «loes not 
visit any blind ftiry upon them . Yet, 
oa said before, thoy are in poor busi­ 
ness, and had better be at hem e.
